Special Exhibits 


“Stop the Drop” 


In 1872 Leland Stanford hired photographer 
Eadweard Muybridge to settle a bet. Stanford 
believed that all four of a trotting horse’s feet 
left the ground at the same time. A friend dis- 
agreed and the bet was on. Stop-action 
pioneer photographer Muybridge settled the 
debate with a blurred, but adequate series of 
photos that made Mr. Stanford $25,000 
richer! 


An exhibit of over 100 photographs entitled, 
“The Eye of Science: Seeing is the Beginning 
of Understanding,” is on display to show the 
various sophisticated techniques of image 
sensing which have been developed over the 
past hundred years. An early example is a 
Muybridge series of stop-action photos of 
“Woman Jumping Chair.” Later photographic 
methods include computer-enhancing and 
ultrasonic imaging, time-lapse and X-ray 
photography. Subjects include Dr. Harold 
Edgerton’s famous stop-action “Milk Drop,” 
a color density scan of a human skull, and 
the Voyager’s picture of Saturn taken 32 
million miles from Earth. A recent one-hour 
National Geographic film entitled, ‘“‘The Invis- 
ible World” accompanies the exhibit. 
(Through January 30, 1983 in the McBean- 
Peterson Galleries.) 


Bighorn Sheep 


For three years, wildlife photographer Tupper 
Ansel Blake traveled the length and breadth 
of California hunting (with a camera!) the 
birds, mammals and habitats which make 
this state the wonderland that it is. The 
result, (the subject of a major photo-essay in 
the October issue of California Magazine) is 
a stunning exhibit entitled, “The Wildlands 
and Wildlife of California,” a photographic 
tour of the Golden State. The exhibit’s 
designer, Gordon Ashby, who was responsi- 
ble for exhibit halls at the Oakland Museum 
and Coyote Point Museum, has lent his 
talents again to make this exhibit a ‘‘must- 
see” for wildlife enthusiasts, photographers 
and designers alike. The exhibit is sponsored 
by the California Department of Fish and 
Game and the National Audubon Society and 
it will continue through January 31, 1983 in 
Hohfeld Gallery Il and Lovell White Hall. 


Other continuing exhibits include The 
Heritage of Islam (through January 2); Blue 
Water Plankton (through January 6); and the 
Academy’s own Hopi Kachina: Spirit of Life 
which has returned from a very successful 
national tour.

New scientific publications from 
the Academy. 

Three issues of the Proceedings and one of 
the Occasional Papers of the California 
Academy of Sciences were published on 
June 15, 1982. 

“The ecology and systematics of the amphi- 
sbaenian genus Bipes,” by Theodore J. 
Papenfuss. Occas. Pap. 136. [Dr. Papenfuss, 
a Research Associate in the Academy’s 
Department of Herpetology, presents his 
studies of this fascinating group of limbless 
burrowing lizards.] 


“The Southeast Asian freshwater pufferfish 
genus Chonerhinos (Tetraodontidae), with 
descriptions of new species,” by Tyson R. 
Roberts, Proceedings vol. 43, no. 1. [This arti- 
cle is one of several based on material col- 
lected during explorations of Southeast Asia 
by Dr. Roberts, NSF Research Zoologist in 
the Academy’s Department of Ichthyology. 
Pufferfishes are predominantly marine, but 
members of Chonerinos are unusual in being 
entirely restricted to freshwater.] 
“Synonymies of Indian Ocean eels, with the 
description of Gymnothorax enigmaticus, a 
moray previously known as G. ruppeli,” by 
John E. McCosker and John E. Randall, Pro- 
ceedings vol. 43, no. 2. [Tangled eel names 
are straightened out by Steinhart Aquarium 
Director McCosker and Bishop Museum 
Curator Randall.] 

“New species of North American 
Tachysphex wasps (Hymenoptera, 
Sphecidae),”’ by Wojciech J. Pulawski. Pro- 
ceedings vol. 43, no. 3. [Wasp expert Dr. 
Pulawski, a curator in the Academy’s Depart- 
ment of Entomology, describes 19 new 
species of wasps from North America.]

lan Strange, world-noted naturalist, artist 
and author of the recent award-winning 
“Penguin World,” made his first trip to the 
Falkland Islands in 1959, a trip that would 
commit him for life to that part of the world 
and to the preservation of its wildlife. Over 
the years he has been successful in en- 
couraging the local government to set aside 
a number of small outer islands of the 
Falkland archipelago as wildlife refuges and 
to regulate hunting and egg collecting. In 
1973 he purchased the western-most island 
of the group, called New Island, which is now 
a wildlife reserve although it still retains its 
small sheep farm and encourages limited 
numbers of tourists and scientists to visit 
and work. 


In this special slide-lecture you will be given 
an armchair tour of the Falkland Islands to 
meet its people and take a close-up look at 
its remarkable wildlife including, of course, 
the comical penguin inhabitants of the area.
